SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled A Night at the Firehouse is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording juxtaposes explicit scenes of sexual activity with scenes of strip 
routines performed before a live audience. The scenes are presented in such a 
manner as to suggest that the strippers select random members of the audience and 
take them backstage to engage in sexual activity. Throughout the video recording, the 
female participants are invariably presented as no more than the sum of their sexual 
parts. The publication focuses on their genitalia during scenes of sexual activity and 
makes no attempt to depict their own response to this activity. They are also 
presented as vehicles to fulfill male sexual fantasy, in that they are seemingly ready to 
engage in sexual activity with any male. In view of this degrading and dehumanising 
depiction of the female participants, which is sustained throughout the publication, the 
availability of the publication is considered likely to be injurious to the public good. The 
rights and freedoms contained within the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 have 
been considered. In the case of this publication, the Classification Office believes that 
restricting the publication’s availability is reasonable and demonstrably justified, given 
the publication’s likelihood to be injurious to the public good. 
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
